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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-8,1 0-43 and 45-67 are allowed. 

Examiner's Statement of Reason for allowance 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

3. The prior art of record, Cheetham et al (US 61 78406) teaches a method and 
corresponding system for providing a value of a good to a requester using a local computer 
coupled to a database, said method comprising the steps of: storing in the database data relating 
to a plurality of goods including a description of each good, wherein each good includes a assets; 
assigning a policy value to at least one good stored in the database; entering data into the local 
computer including a request for a value of a good and data relating to the good, the local 
computer configured as a calculator for calculating a value of the good; using the local computer 
to determine whether the value of the good can be calculated based on the entered data including 
determining whether the good has a policy value assigned thereto. Cheetham further teaches a 
separate module (case adaptation) for refining and adjusting the value of goods to reflect 
additional characteristics of the goods; and displaying the value of the good for the requester 
(abstract, col. 2, lines 27 through col. 3, lines 12; Fig. 2). 

Ortega (US 6510989) teaches a price check assistant for recalling good information 
including price in a POS system. This system allows a store cashier to manually enter a 
corresponding price if a price is not found in a translation table. This manually entered price is 
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stored in a manual price list database such that for subsequent price check, the manually entered 
price can be displayed to the store cashier (col. 3, lines 54 through col. 4, line 49). 

Lintel, ///et al (US 7069227) teaches the concept of receiving electronic 
authorization/denial for electronic authorization request (referral request) and forwarding denied 
authorization request to a third party human researcher for further research. Denied referrals are 
researched and correcting entries are made to update the database (abstract, col. 10, lines 37-59; 
col. 15, lines 29-32). 

PR Newswire ("Kelly Blue Book ® Teams with AutoNation to introduce Online 'Virtual 
Walkaround'" New York, April 24, 2000) teaches an online vehicle valuation system that 
includes a virtual walkaround for determining a condition of the vehicle (pages 1-2). 

Business Wire ("Solimar.Net Introduces online valuation service for residential 
Appraisers", New York, Feb. 15, 2000) teaches a tool that combines human appraisal expertise 
and an automated process (pages 1-2). 

4. Cheetham, Ortega, Lintel, III PR Newswire and Business Wire fail to teach the 
combination of the following steps: designating the request for the value of the good as an 
exception request if the local computer is unable to value the good based on the data stored 
within the database and the entered data, a request for the value of a good is designated as an 
exception request if the local computer determines that the corresponding good does not have a 
policy value assigned to the good and that input from the analyst is required for valuing the 
good: displaying a web page indicating that the request has been designated by the local 
computer as an exception request and prompting the requester to provide additional information 
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relating to the good; prompting the requester to transmit the entered data and the additional 
information to the remote computer controlled by the analyst; researching by the analyst the 
yalue of the good including analyzing data external to the database based on the entered data 
and the additional information: calculating the yqlue of the good based on the research 
performed by the analyst; analyzing, trends among a plurality of similar exception requests 
including the calculated yalues of the goods associated with the similar exception requests, the 
exception request analysis performed by the local computer; prompting the analyst to enter 
using the remote computer at least one new policy yalue and corresponding data for a good 
based on the exception request analysis, the prompting is performed by transmitting a message 
from the local computer to the remote computer after performing an exception request analysis . 

Updated searches revealed no references that disclosed the claimed invention, nor were any 
further references identified which could be reasonable combined with Cheetham, Ortega, Lintel, 
III PR Newswire and Business Wire. 

5. For this reason, claims 1 , 34, 66 and 67 are deemed to be allowable over prior art of 
record and claims 2-8, 10-33, 35-43, 45-67 are allowed by dependency.
